The trustees of California's 18 | 
state colleges, meeting today at 
Orange State College in Fuller- 
ton, are pondering Chancellor | 
Glenn S. Dumke’s suggestion to 
instali the quarter system. 

Dumke urged the change in 
his report to the truste¢s who 
are Holding their annual meet- 
ing 


Only Cal Poly at San Luis 
Qbispo and Alameda State at 
Hayward are now om the quarter 
system. 


The other 16 schools including 
Sacramento State College are | 
on the semester basis. 

If the trustees accept Dumke's 
plan no official change can come | 
about until November 1. | 

At the date the coordinating | 
council for higher education will 
decide if a change is acceptabie. 
The é¢ouncil has the final word. 

The regents at the University 
of California several times urged 
that a trimester or quarter sys- 
tem be used to get more use 
from “the wniversity’ fariitties. 

The proposed quvarter system, 
used at Stanford University, en- 
ables a student to complete his 
undergraduate work in 12 quart- 
ers instead of eight semesters 
—— nd semester ter system. 


Under the quarter system, the 
| school year is divided into four | 


quarters. 

They run approximately from 
September to the beginning of 
Christmas recess, the first of the 


| year to March, then from March 


to June and June to September. 

Under the trimester system, 
the school wear from 
to August is divided into three 
sessions 

Im transferring two semester 
system units to either the quart- 
er system, the following method 
is used 

One must multiply his present 
unit total by three and multiply 
it by two 

Under this method, transfer- 
ring unit totals to the quarter
